HISTORIC  BOSTON 
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The  history  of  our  Country  has  been  painted 
in  vivid  colors.  The  drama  which  cannot 
adequately  be  told  in  words  can  perhaps 
be  better  sensed  through  the  statues, 
buildings,  monuments  and  commemorative 
plaques  of  New  England.  A  walk  along  the 
Freedom  Trail  /  Faneuil  Hall,  the  Old 
South  Meeting  House,  King's  Chapel,  the 
Old  North  Church  and  Paul  Revere's  house  / 
all  these  and  more  bring  history  alive. 

Boston,  the  birthplace  of  our  freedom,  the 
cradle  of  our  liberty,  the  first  schoolhouse 
of  our  democracy,  and  the  battlefield  where 
our  independence  flourished  and  grew, 
today  has  memories  of  a  host  of  stirring 
names  and  events:  Benjamin  Franklin, 
John  Adams  and  Samuel  Adams,  Boston 
Tea  Party,  Paul  Revere,  Bunker  Hill,  John 
Hancock  to  mention  only  a  few.

Today  one  can  visit  and  observe  Boston's 
role  in  history.  There  is: 

The  Freedom  Trail  /  fourteen  famous  places 
in  downtown  Boston  from  the  Park  Street 
Church  to  Paul  Revere's  House: 

The  U.S.S.  Frigate  Constitution, 

"Old  Ironsides,"  anchored  in  Boston  Harbor; 

Bunker  Hill  and  its  famous  monument; 
The  Old  State  House  and  the  Old  South 
Meeting  House,  where  plans  for  America's 
independence  were  nurtured.

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As  the  country  grew  rich  and  strong,  so  too 
did  Boston.  She  flourished  under  this  new 
freedom  and  grew  into  a  thriving  center  of 
commerce  and  trade.  As  she  expanded  her 
wealth,  she  began  to  feel  the  pressure  on 
her  seams,  and  accommodating  her  needs, 
broadened  her  boundaries.  She  continued 
to  develop  as  a  world  center,  attracting 
leaders  in  all  fields.  In  addition  to  her  role 
as  a  financial  and  commercial  center,  she 
became  a  cultural  center.  Schools  and 
universities  sprung  up;  medical  centers 
appeared.  Boston  was  both  a  pioneer  and 
a  pace  setter.

DRAMATIC  GROWTH 


Traditionally,  Boston  has  been  thought  of 
as  a  major  seaport,  a  leather  and  wool 
market,  as  well  as  a  financial  and 
commercial  center.  Today,  this  conventional 
description  is  no  longer  sufficient.  Indeed, 
it  does  not  begin  to  tell  the  whole  story. 

Boston  is  experiencing  a  resurgence, 
economically  as  well  as  physically.  A  newly 
awakened  civic  spirit  is  evident  throughout 
the  City.  Through  it  all  a  new  economy  of 
the  City  is  emerging,  as  witnessed  by  the 
extraordinary  construction  program  now 
underway  throughout  the  City  and  the 
Metropolitan  area. 

Boston's  present  and  future  economic 
vitality  relies  not  only  on  its  older  established 
industries,  but  also  on  expanding  institutions 
and  advanced,  Space  Age  electronic 
research  and  development. 

The  impact  of  this  growth  for  the  City's 
economic  base  has  been,  and  will  continue 
to  be  the  creation  of  significant  opportunities 
for  prosperity  and  growth  in  the  Boston  area. 

One  of  the  most  dramatic  examples  of 
Boston's  growth  has  been  the  giant 
Prudential  Center,  a  one  hundred  and  fifty 
million  dollar  office,  residential  and 
auditorium-hotel  complex.  Then,  too,  there 
is  the  one  hundred  million  dollar 
Government  Center  which  provides  a  focal 
point  for  the  downtown  area  and  a  symbol 
of  the  City's  renaissance.

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Boston's  contemplated  Waterfront 
Development  may  be  its  most  striking  new 
feature,  unique  on  the  eastern  seaboard. 
Here  will  rise  handsome  new  apartments, 
while  nearby  converted  harborside 
warehouses  will  also  provide  attractive 
living  in  an  historic  setting.  Another 
Waterfront  feature  will  be  a  complete 
Aquarium  of  bold  and  unusual  design. 
Finally,  the  Waterfront  will  be  a  place  to 
stroll,  relax  and  enjoy  Boston's  harbor  view.

Boston  has  long  been  a  major  office  center, 
with  banks  and  brokers,  insurance  and 
corporate  headquarters  sharing  in  and 
contributing  to  the  City's  vitality.  The  leap 
forward  in  Boston's  growth  can  clearly  be 
measured  by  the  new  office  buildings.  Many 
more  are  still  to  come  and  the  future  skyline 
of  Boston  will  reflect  this  period  of  striking 
and  sustained  building  activity. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  world  ports 
are  within  easy  reach  of  business  men  and 
vacationers  alike  through  the  one  hundred 
and  four  steamship  lines  which  have  regular 
and  frequent  sailings  from  the  Port  of 
Boston.

As  the  oldest  major  port  in  the  United 
States,  Boston  has  one  of  the  finest 
deepwater  harbors  in  the  world.  To 
commerce  and  industry  it  offers  thirty-two 
berths  with  over  five  million  square  feet  of 
warehouse  space.  All  major  facilities  are 
within  six  and  one-half  miles  of  the 
open  ocean. 

Foreign  Trade  accounts  for  thirty-three  per 
cent  of  the  total  trade  activity  of  the  Port 
of  Boston.  Import  activity  represents 
ninety-four  per  cent  of  all  trade  activity. 
Principal  imports  handled  in  the  port  are 
petroleum,  sugar,  iron  ore,  wood  pulp,  wool 
and  gypsum. 

Logan  Airport,  ten  minutes  from  downtown 
Boston,  provides  Bostonians  with  direct 
access  to  all  points  in  the  western 
hemisphere.  Logan,  with  one  of  the  world's 
longest  runways  /  ten  thousand  twenty-two 
feet  /  is  served  by  fourteen  major,  domestic 
and  international  airlines.

Boston's  express  highways,  the  unique 
proximity  of  Logan  Airport,  and  frequently 
scheduled  flights  afford  convenient 
commuter  service  for  residents  of  both  the 
City  and  suburban  areas  to  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Washington  and  Montreal. 

Boston  is  the  commercial  and  distribution 
center  of  New  England.  The  completion  of 
the  Boston  extension  of  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  provides  Bostonians  with  direct 
access  to  New  York  State  and  Connecticut 
from  downtown  Boston. 


The  Southwest  Expressway  and  the  Inner 
Belts  will  provide  major  circumferential 
and  radial  highway  additions  to  Boston's 
transportation  system,  and  further  improve 
Boston's  ability  to  transport  its  people 
and  goods. 

Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority,  one  of  only  five  subway  systems 
in  the  United  States,  provides  rapid  transit 
to  and  from  Boston  for  all  the  residents  of 
the  Boston  area.  The  MBTA,  successor  to 
the  old  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  which 
serviced  fourteen  municipalities,  will  provide 
transit  service  to  over  two  and  one-half 
million  residents  of  seventy-eight 
communities.

The  successful  partnership  of  the  business 
community  and  city  government  has 
enabled  the  development  of  a  comprehensive 
rebuilding  and  preservation  program  in  the 
downtown  area  which  includes  the  Central 
Business  District.  This  program  provides 
an  opportunity  to  rejuvenate  the  existing 
retail  community,  develop  new  business 
opportunities,  new  apartments,  parking, 
improvement  of  street  patterns, 
rehabilitation  of  other  buildings  and  the 
preservation  of  those  of  historic  significance.

wonder  of  the  world  of  a  child. 

Boston's  unique  Children's  Museum, 
Museum  of  Science,  Franklin  Park  Zoo, 
fine  neighborhood  schools,  Children's 
Theatre,  Children's  Symphonies,  summer 
arts  festival,  offer  exceptional  opportunities 
for  creative  and  meaningful  experiences, 
and  exposure  to  the  finest  in  American 
tradition  and  culture. 


Nearby  are  the  hills  and  valleys  and  coastline 
which  children  of  all  ages  can  explore  and 
enjoy.

HIGHER   EDUCATION 


View  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  across  Charles  River 


More  than  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  ago,  John  Harvard 
bequeathed  one-half  of  his  property  and  his  entire  library  to  a 
college  established  by  twelve  ministers  and  magistrates  on  the 
outskirts  of  Boston  /  now  Cambridge.  A  year  earlier,  the  residents 
of  the  Town  of  Boston  established  the  Latin  School  for  the 
education  of  their  young. 

Today,  seventeen  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  City,  and 
forty-seven  in  the  Metropolitan  area  are  authorized  to 
grant  degrees. 

Boston  is  the  home  of  Boston  University  and  Northeastern,  two 
major  private  universities,  each  with  full  time  student  populations 
of  over  twenty  thousand.  Harvard,  Boston  College  and  Tufts,  all 
have  located  one  or  more  of  their  professional  schools  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  They  have  been  joined  by  the  Boston  branch  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts. 

Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Brandeis,  Wellesley, 
Simmons  and  Radcliffe,  are  further  reasons  why  many  foreign 
undergraduate  students  in  the  nation,  and  seven  per  cent  of  all 
foreign  graduate  students  choose  to  obtain  their  education  in 
Greater  Boston. 

These  colleges  and  universities  not  only  provide  opportunities  for 
younger  students,  but  also  can  mean  new  enrichment  for  parents 
as  well  through  continuing  and  adult  education  programs.

The 
long-standing  "tryout"  town,  prior  to  New  York  openings,  Boston 
boasts  several  legitimate  theatres.  There  is  also  the  ballet  and 
opera  season;  local  drama  productions  and  summer  stock 
theatre.  The  serious  painter  and  sculptor  has  an  opportunity  to 
display  his  talents  to  thousands  during  the  world-renowned 
summer  Arts  Festival  and  other  exhibitions.  To  the  lover  of  the 
Arts,  Boston  is  a  continually  exciting  place  to  be. 

There  are  many  benefits  to  be  reaped  from  the  many  cultural 
activities  that  are  sponsored  by  the  local  colleges  and  universities. 
Boston  also  has  many  fine  museums.  Exhibitions  feature 
contemporary  painting,  sculpture,  graphic  art  and  architecture. 
And  Boston  has  some  of  the  finest  libraries  in  the  World. 

No  further  than  a  few  hours  drive  from  the  City,  Cape  Cod, 
Plymouth,  Tanglewood,  Rockport,  Salem,  Concord,  Lexington, 
and  other  New  England  points  of  interest  complement  the  City's 
business  and  intellectual  climate  with  great  year  round 
opportunities  for  sport,  relaxation  and  recreation.
